Pricos  paid  for  good  condition  ataer  Is  an  fruit  on  the  Liverpool 
auction  Wednesday,  December  11,  were  little  chanted  from  last  weei,  accord- 
ing to  a  cable  to  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economies 
from:.!r.'F.  A,  Bffotz,:fruit  specialist  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
agriculture  in  Europe.    Tie  demand  far  barreled  apples  was  stronger,  since, 
//ith  the  exception  of  Virginia  'nVinesaps-,  barreled  apples  ./ere  in  better  con- 
dition, showed  fewer ' slacks ,  and  Were  of  higher  quality  than  those  offered 
last  .veerc.     Boxed  apples  ./ere  in  generally- good  condition.     Supplies  of  both 
boxed  and  barreled  apples  .vere  light,  especially  boxed  apples,  which  were 
slightly  more  than  half  of  last  ./eeic's  supply. 

Supplies  of  Canadian  barreled  apples  were  liberal,  especially  Nova 
Scotian;  the  stocks  were  about  the  same  as  American,  but   vith  a  higher  per- 
centage of  poor  condition  fruit.  ■  The'  price  range  for   imerican  barreled 
apples  was  from  ,$3.16  to  £7.06  per  barrel  with  a  few  mar;-cs  bringing  s?6.81 
to  $7.06,  while  Canadian  fruit  ranged  from  ,£1.95  to  $7.06  per  barrel, 
depending  nn  the  variety  and  condition  of  the  fruit.  ' 

At  London,  American  apple  supplies  were  light  and  Canadian  liberal. 
The  demand  was  moderate  for  American -fruit  *  U.  S.  Commercial  Sj;  inch  Yorlcs 
making  y4.36  to  ^4.87  per  barrel.  '  Extra-fancy  Washington  Winesaps,  168/ 
smaller,  sold  at  from  v-2.19        ^2.49 -per  box.    These  prices  are  considerably 
belo./  those  paid  in ' Liverpool .     Nova  Scotian  apples  brought  from  $1.95  to 
^6. 33  a  barrel,  depending  on  the  condition  and  variety. 

Pricos  paid  at  Glasgow  ./ere  lo.ver  than  on  the  Liverpool  auction  for 
both  barreled  and  most  boxed  varieties.    U.:  S.  No.  1  Yores  24-  inch  brought 
around  ^6.09;  U.  S.  Commercial  2-J  inch- size,  $5,60  to  <|6.81,  and  Virginia 
'.Vino saps,  U.  S.  Commercial  2-|-  inch  about ■  v5. 47  per  barrel  at  Glasgow,  Wed- 
nesday.    Stayman  Winesaps  of  the  same  grade  as  the  latter  made  the  same 
price.    Boxed  Washington  Wine  saps,  Extra  fancy  150/163/175,  sold  at  from 
<|2.68  t'o  v2.92;  California  No wt owns  made  $3.41  to  $4.38. 

According  to  the  Empire  Ivlar acting  Board  heavy-  arrivals  of  peaches, 

plums,  apricots  and  cherries  are"  expected  in  the  near  future.  Shipments 

of  these  fruits  are  said  to  be  five  times  as  heavy  as  during  corresponding
